Glendining & Co do not accept responsibility for the auth- 
enticity, attribution, genuineness, origin, authorship, date, 
age, period, condition or quality of any lot, unless they have 
been instructed in writing by the vendor so to certify, and in 
such case the Auctioneers do so as agents of the vendor and 
are not themselves responsible for such claims. 

All statements, whether printed in the catalogue or made 
orally, as to any of the matters set out in b) above are 
statements of opinion only and are not to be taken as being 
or implying any warranties or representations of fact by 
Glendining & Co, unless they have been instructed in writing 
by the vendor so to certify, and in such case the Auctioneers 
do so as agents of the vendor and are not themselves 
responsible for such claims.
